The menace of the Mediterra¬ 
nean fruit fly was one of the 
principal topics of discussion at 
the meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce Monday night. With 
Florida spending millions of dol¬ 
lars, engaging an army of 5000 
men in a fight against the dread 
pest and the destruction of mil¬ 
lions of dollars worth of citrus 
fruit as a lurid example of what 
may well happen in California if 
the scourge secures a foothold 
here, the chamber of commerce 
went on record as encouraging 
every process that will tend to 
stifle the existence of the fly in 
this state. 

During 'the discussion it was 
pointed out that there are hun¬ 
dreds of abandoned and diseased 
citrus trees in Sierra Madre. 
Such trees form an ideal host to 
all kinds of citrus parasites, in¬ 
cluding scale, which is continually 
attacking well-cared-for trees in 
proximity to abandoned groves or 
individual trees. 

Local ordinances care for the 
noxious weed pests, and it was 
shown in the discussion that in 
at least one instance, the trees 
in an abandoned orchard are 
being carefully spared, while the

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CENTRAL AVENUE MUST GO THRU! 

E VERY town has one, or two, or maybe 
three, individuals who feel, every time 
a retail store or other business house goes 
out of business, that the town is going to 
the dogs and that the time has come to 
order out the hearse and muffle the drums. 
They tue bound that the town is thru as 
a going concern and their only anxiety is 
that there will not be enough hours in the 
day in which to spread the sad tidings 
among their friends mid acquaintances. 

They fail to realize that the old world is 
moving a lot faster than it ever did before 
and that the reason for many failures in 
business is lack of effort to keep up with 
the times. New conditions call for new 
methods. 

The recent trend in the motion picture 
world, while perhaps the most radical, serves 
to illustrate the point. The sound pictures 
have practically sounded the death knell of 
the small, old-time theatres, many of which 
in older times were livery stables, hardware 
stores or huge abondoned structures ill-fitted 
for amusement houses, and it is doubtful 
if there will be many of the “converted” 
type in existence within the next year or 
two . The houses that can adapt the new 
methods will reap the rewards of progres¬ 
sive business policies. 

Every other business today is in the same 
category. The chain store puts an obliga¬ 
tion upon the small-town merchant to “hump 
himself in the matter of courtesy, service 
and price. Strangely enough, perhaps, he 
finds that the chain store does not present 
an unsurmountable barrier to his own pros¬ 
perity, and where the small-town merchant 
has met the condition fairly he has had no 
cause to feel down-hearted. He has found 
that a few hundred merchants can band 
themselves together into a buying unit that 
enables them to meet the chain store on the 
ground of price, and surpass any chain store 
in the matter of personal service. 

The small-town people are beginning to 
realize, too, that it is the small-town mer¬ 
chant who pays to keep the children edu¬ 
cated, pays the street and water improve¬ 
ment bonds, gets out and “puts over” need¬ 
ed improvements in the town, and who is, 
in the final analysis, the one who contributes 
most to making life in the small commun¬ 
ity worth living. 

The smaller towns are likewise waking up 
to the fact that they must meet the sub¬ 
dividers on common grounds. New sub¬ 
divisions are strategically laid out, streets 
of specified grade are installed, together 
with the necessary utilities—and the parade 
is ready to start. Many communities that 
are now thriving and prosperous were noth¬ 
ing but sage-brush a few short months ago. ! 
And no small town ever finds itself in a 
position where it can rest on its oars, so to 
speak, and wait for the world to come to its 1 
doors seeking a better mouse-trap. 

And Sierra Madre, beautiful as it is in the ! 
sight of man, cannot fail to appreciate the ( 
necessity of establishing in the shortest pos- 
sible length of time connections with the 
outside world. Central Avenue extension 
forms the quickest and shortest link to the ’ 
most desirable territory. Whether the street 5 
be fifty or eighty feet wide, well-lighted or 
dark, it should be given every possible 
impetus leading toward its development. .

PARK TO BE DEVELOPED 

A DE\ ELOPMENT of far-reaching im¬ 
portance to Sierra Madre is in pros¬ 
pect for the immediate future through the 
action of the city trustees in referring to 
the city planning commission the matter of 
preparing a master plan for the develop¬ 
ment of the ground between Central and 
Grand View for park purposes. The tract, 
part of which will be utilized in the scheme, 
is well located and under the capable direc¬ 
tion of Messrs. Seiling, Corlett and Hawks, 
and Mrs. John Osgood, members of the com-1 
mission, should grow gradually into a beauty 1 
spot that will compare favorably with any 
park in the foothill country. 

This has been a feature long desired by 
forward-looking citizens who realize that 
every community must develop a public 
playground. The matter was first talked of 
years ago, and should have been acted upon 
with a gradual, inexpensive development, i 
such as is now planned by the commission. |

STATE’S BIG WATER PROGRAM 

T HE legislative program before the pres¬ 
ent state legislature provides for a total 
appropriation of $470,000, and is designed 
to make possible the most complete and con¬ 
structive program for the intensive develop¬ 
ment ot a state’s water resources ever made 
by any state in the Union, it is claimed. 

This sum will take care of the work for 
the next two years and provides for the 
best possible solution of California’s water 
supply, according to Governor Young, who i 
comments as follows: 

•‘In a word, California’s water problem 
is undoubtedly the most important and vital 1 
ot all which we are called upon to solve. In 
its solution we cannot afford to make mis- j 
takes, nor can we afford to approach the ! 
problem without realizing its supreme im- , 
portance to the ultimate destiny of our l 
state. For this reason I feel that the pres- t 
en generous appropriation toward that end * 
is amply justified.” \

NEW INHERITANCE TAX o 

W HILE the new inheritance tax act, just 
signed by the governor of California, v 
will reduce the revenues of the state from v 
this source in an amount estimated at one a 
and a half million dollars, still those who i 
supported the measure claim that this loss 
will, be more than offset by a favorable re- a 
action in attracting capital which has been c: 
invested heretofore by part-time residents a 
in out-of-the-state enerprises. It is hoped i c 
under the new system that these part-time c 
residents will become actual citizens of Cali-! tl 
fornia. w 

This measure, known as Assembly Bill t 
N o. 534, will benefit heirs who inherit rela- 1ie 
tively small amounts, it is claimed. It in- j ni 
creases the exemption of widows’ inherit- i 
ances from $24,000 to $50,000, and makes! 0 ’ 
liberal allowances for brothers’ and sisters’ j t! 
inheritances. P

FLY GHASTLY MENACE 

(Continued from Page One) 
Sierra Madre can do something 
to get ready for the almost inevit- j 
able fight. All deserted, abandon¬ 
ed citrus trees can be destroyed 
t hey are host trees if they bear ' 
so much as a single fruit. All 
can watch their own orchards and 
the trees about their homes. If 
fruit falls, cut open and look for 
evidence of the fly. 

We cannot have even back-yard 
vegetable gardens, if the fly 
reaches Sierra Madre, and no 
fruit of any kind that grows here. 

In Florida, where the fly is 
found, a square mile is declared 
ultra-dangerous and every fruit is 
picked from every tree, treated 
with quick lime or oil, and buried 
deep. 

The shrill sound of the fire siren 
called the local fire department 
out yesterday and the two trucks 
went scurrying down Central and 
Santa Anita Drive to Arcadia, 
where the local department aided 
the Arcadia department in quell¬ 
ing a brush fire that threatened 
to assume real proportions. The 
fire was caused by a passing San¬ 
to Fe locomotive and about 65 
acres in the Baldwin tract were 
burned over.
